way to Saugor, Captain Crump most properly offered his 
services, which were accepted by the Officer Commanding the 
Station, who appointed him to do duty under my orders. 

I need not say that the presence of another experienced 
Artillery Officer at this period was hailed by me with sincere 
gratification ; and I soon had practical reason to rejoice there~- 
at, forsuddenly on the evening of the 4th Instant we were 
called into action (disarming the 37th N. I.) and before that 
action terminated, Captain Crump who had permission during 
the day to reside at Raj Ghaut, some 3 or 4 miles dis- 
tant—hearing my guns,“ managed to join me at the most 
critical time—viz. when the Irregular Cavalry and Sikhs 
turned against us,—he directed the fire of the gun which did 
most execution amongst the ranks of the latter, whose con- 
duct I refrain from dwelling on; suffice to say that I believe 
it is generally admitted that but for the prompt end effective 
fire of the Artillery at this moment, the most disastrous re- 
sult might have happened to the small handful of Europeans 
on the spot. 

I know that Colonel Neil has so reported to Government, 
and in repeating my thanks to Captain Crump, I feel that | 
do so with the above distinguished Officer’s authority. 

I must not omit to add that Captain Crump exerted him- 
self most ably and vigorously for some days after the emeute, 
and till all immediate apprehension had passed, assisting in 
the duties of the Battery, and helping to secure the arms and 
ammunition of the Broken Regiments, until prostrated by 
fever brought on by exposure and fatigue from which I am 
happy to say he has now completely recovered, and is await- 
ing instructions from the head of his Department. |

2. The evidence of each witness examined must be fully 
entered, although it may be similar to what has been before 
deposed to. 

3. The printed forms supplied from Artillery Head Quar- 
ters are not to be used, excepting for the fair Proceedings in- 
tended for eventual transmission to Army Head Quarters. 

4, The Proceedings are to be most carefully prepared and 
examined before they are transmitted to Artillery Head Quar- 
ters. The Committee is to record a full description of every 
claimant, so as to prevent any possibility ofthe party to 
whom Pension is passed being hereafter personated by any 
other individual.

6. Claims of parents on account of the death of their il- 
legitimate children are to be admitted, but not those of i)- 
levicimate children on account of their fathers. _ 

7. The Family certificate is invariably to be attached to 
the Proceedings, the Committee particularly observing that 
the entries in the descriptive roll, referring to the number, 
name, year cf enlistment &c., ofthe deceased, are in exact 
accordance with the document attached, or any discrepance 
is to be explained inaN. B. at the foot of the Proceedings. 

8. The entry in the column ‘ Personal appearance and 
particular marks” should be in accordance with para 10, part 
lI, G. O. C. C. 11th September 1848. 

9. Native Officers in attendance on the Committee being 
intended to watch the Proceedings, should not appear also 
in the capacity of witnesses,—ifa Native Officer’s appearing 
as a witness in a case becomes unavoidable, from the claim- 
ant not being able to produce another witness, he should not 
appear on the face of the Proceedings as a Native Officer 
in attendance. 

10. The entry in the column “‘ Occasion and date of de- 
cease” should be complete in itself, without reference to ano- 
ther document whether attached or not. If the casualty 
occurred at Sea while the deceased was proceeding to, or 
returning from, Foreign service, an entry should be made to 
that effect, shewing the particular service on which the de- 
ceased was employed at the time of death,—if the casualty 
occurred since he returned to the Coast of disease contracted 
on Foreign service, an entry to that effect, specifying also the 
particular place where the deceased died, should be made, in 
addition to a Medical certificate being attached. 

11. When aclaim is preferred as nearest heir, positive 
evidence should be recorded of the deceased never having 
been previously married, and that no male issue, by any pre- 
vious marriage, exists. 
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12. Government have authorized that, in the event of a 
nominated heir being in the service, he should be offered the 
option of resigning and preferring his claim to the pension 
due oti account of a deceased father, and in the event of de- 
clining to do so at once, he should be distinctly informed 
that no future claim of his, on account of the deceased, will 
be admitted. The claim of the nearest heir is then to be in- 
vestigated. 


13. Claimants should be designated by their correct 
names, an uniform orthography of which should be obser- 
ved throughout the Proceedings,—the names should also be 
perfectly legible and written in ful],—abbreviations, such as 
‘© Mah’.” for ‘* Mahomed,” are not to be used,—if the real 
name of a claimant does not correspond with the Regimental 
register, the discrepance should be explained at the foot of 
the Proceedings ina N. B. In the event of a Medical cer- 
tificate being attached toa claim, care should be taken that 
the orthography of the name of the deceased, his rank, num- 
ber &c., correspond with the Proceedings. 


His Excellency the Commander in Chief has directed that 
each set of Proceedings be very carefuily supervised before 
they are countersigned, as, owing to a want of proper atten- 
tionon the part of Committees and Commanding Officers, 
much inconvenience to the public service, as well as addi- 
tional correspondence to all the departments concerned, has 
been occasioned.

Sir,—I1 have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your

It was necessary to address Captain Macintire on the mat- 
ter who was then on detached duty, and I now beg to for- 
ward a Nominal Roll of men whom I would most respect- 
fully and warmly recommend to the favorable notice of the 
Right Honorable the Governor General, for such reward as 
his Lordship may be pleased to consider their gallant bearing 
in the fight of the 19th of April merits. I have, in conform- 
ity with instructions, specified the degree of reward I consid- 
er appropriate. 

_I have now brought before the Right Honorable the Go- 
vernor General, the names of the native portion of the de- 
tachment of Rissalah who merit, I consider, such distinction; 
but I should fail in my duty if I omitted the name of Cap- 
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tain A. W. Macintire of the Madras Artillery, their worthy 
leader. 

When I observed the advance of the Rissalah to attack, I 
galloped to the point; and mever was more conspicuous gal- 
lantry, or cooler courage, displayed than-on that occasion. 

A deep ravine broke the formation of the squadron, which 
obstacle had to be crossed in single long separated files, and a 
front to be reformed, under fire of Infantry and Artillery, 
supported by disciplined Cavalry scarce thirty paces distant. 
I cannot deny but I felt a painful anxiety for the result,— 
all however proved most successful. In the conflict fifteen 
of the enemy fell under the Sabre of this Officer, and in 
the pursuit many were cut down, and his life rescued on va- 
rious occasions by the gallant bearing of his men. 

At one period of the fight Captain Macintire was separa- 
ted from his men by the difficulties of the ground, when he 
was attacked simultaneously by four mounted rebels, two of 
whom he shot, the others fled, and Captain Macintire was 
too exhausted to pursue. 

Many other acts of the most spirited and devoted gallant- 
ry were performed by this distinguished Officer during the 
action, atid I hope I may be permitted, in recording such 
gallant bearing, to recommend Captain Macintire as worthy 
of being honored with the consideration of the Governor Ge- 
neral, 

Captain Macintire has been more than 26 years in the ser- 
vice, out of which he has been only 8 months, on medical 
certificate, absent from his duty, and he will be a Brevet 
Major in a few months. 7

Colonel (General) T. Ciarke was a Cadet of 1779, and ar- 
rived in India the same year—Date of commission as 2d 
Lieutenant 20th October 1780; as Ist Lieutenant 12th Oc- 
tober 1781; as Captain 22d July 1788; as Major 3d May 
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1796 ; as Lieutenant Colonel 6th October 1801; as Colonel 
25th July 1810; as Major General 4th June 1813; as Lieu- 
tenant General 27th May 1825; and as General 23d No- 
vember 1841. 

Was posted to the Battalion of Coast Artillery until the 
formation of the Ist and 2d Battalions on the 20th May 1786. 

Was Aide-de-Camp to Colonel James the Commandant of 
Artillery, upon the Army taking the Field under Sir Hector 
Munro, on the invasion of the Carnatic by Hyder Ally Cawn 
in August 1780, till Colonel/ James retired from the Army 
at the close of that year; on the 10th September 1780, when 
the Army advanced from the village of Conjeveram, to form 
a junction with Lieutenant Colonel Baillie’s detachment, 
Lieutenant Clarke had been ordered forward with a party of 
Pioneers to form a road over a swamp for the passage of the 
Artillery, when two wounded Sepoys came to him, and com- 
municated the intelligence of the defeat and capture of the 
whole of Colonel Baillie’s force by the main body of the 
enemy’s army under Hyder’s son Tippoo Saib; Lieutenant 
Clarke immediately returned and personally reported the 
event to the Commander-in-Chief, who upon receiving the 
intelligence, gave orders for the army to fall back on the 
village of Conjeveram and subsequently to the neighbour- 
hood of Madras. On Colonel J{#éy retirement, Lieutenant 
Clarke rejoined his own Corps and moved in the succeeding 
campaign with the army under Sir Eyre Coote, and continu- 
ed with it, until a severe wound compelled him in June 1781 
to return into quarters. 

Commanded the Artillery in Fort Saint George from 1783 
to 1786. | | 

Was Quarter Master of the 2d Battalion from its forma- 
tion on the 20th May 1786 (on which date, he was posted to 
that Battalion) till his promotion to Captain in July 1788. 

Served in the campaigns against Tippoo Sultan from the 
beginning of 1790 to the end of that year with the Army 
under General Sir William Meadows, and in the subsequent

thrown into disorder and retreat, and in danger of being des- 


_ troyed, by having made an imprudent dash at the Camp of 


Tippoo’s Army under the walls of Bangalore.

G.O. C.C. Ne. 87, 2d August 1858.—The Commander 
in Chief with the sanction of Government, directs the pub- 
lication of the following regulations regarding Convalescent 
Depots. 

1. The tour in all Military or Medical appointrents at 
Sanitary Stations is limited to two years, and the relicf of 
Officers nominated to these duties Will take place, periodical- 
ly on the Ist January... 

2. Applications from Officers to be appointed to do duty 
at the Convalescent Depot are to be transmitted so as to reach 
Head Quarters by the 15th January, and must be accompa- 
nied in all cases, by a medical certificate, shewing that the 
state of their health is such as to render removal to a Hill 
climate advisable. | 


3. When an application is founded on the state of health 
of anv Member of an Officet’s family, it will be the duty of 
the Officer Commanding the Division to satisfy himself, from 
the report of the Surgeon of the Corps, that a residence in 
the Hillsis essentially necessary to the recovery of the person, 
before forwarding the application. | 

4. The following rules are to be ouserved in transferring

7. The men are to be presented before Special Medical 
Committees for examination, and after the Proceedings are 
closed, one copy of the Roll is to be forwarded to the Offi- 
cer Commanding the Depot and the remaiaing two retained, 
one for deposit in the Regimental Staff Office, and the other 
for delivery to the Medical Officer who may proceed with the 
party. 

8. A numerical Return of the men selected for a resi-

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my, when the necessary orders will be issued for the trans- 
fer of the men. In the case of Queen’s Troops, a Duplicate 
Return of the men, is to be sent by post to the Deputy Ad- 
jutant General Her Majesty’s Forces. 


9. Convalescents are not to be sent to the Depéts except 
under charge of a Commissioned or Non-Cominissioned Offi- 


cer according to the strength of the party. 


10. The men are invariably to be furnished with Pass- 
ports, Pay and Ration Certificates. 


II. Should the party be under charge of a Non-Commis- 
sioned Officer he is to be furnished with written orders to 
report his party on arrival at a Military Station. 


12. Officers Commanding Corps and Detachments are to 
see that no sick men are sent away without a proper supply 
of woollen Clothing for use on the Hills, and the Non- 
Commissioned or Officer in charge will be held responsible 
that the men put on their warm clothing before ascending 


the Ghat. 


13. Asa general rule, Convalescents are to be despatched 
from their Stations sufficiently early to ensure their reaching 
the Depdt, not later than the 15th April, nor are they to 
be allowed to leave it on return to rejoin their Corps or pro- 
ceed to any other Station after the 15th January, thus avoid- 
ing in both cases exposure to the heat of the plains at the 


most trying season. 


14. The Officer in charge of the Depot will forward a 
Monthly Return in the annexed form to the Adjutant 
General of the Army, shewing the number of Men at the 
Depot. This Return will also include the Men of Her 
Majesty’s Service, at the Depdt: for whom a separate re: 
turn is to be forwarded to the Deputy Adjutant General Her

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2. There are three points of difference in the two Services 
which affect relative rank, viz..— 

Ist.—In the Royal Service Captains rise to the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Regimentally, whilst in the Company’s 
Service there is the intermediate grade of Major. 

2d.—-In the Royal Service there are two grades of Captains, 
whilst in the Company’s Service there is only one grade. 


3d.—In the Royal Service there is only one grade of Sub- 
altern, whilst in the Company’s Service there are two yrades, 
viz., Ist Lieutenant and 2d Lieutenant. 

3. On the first point we have resolved that the distinction 
between the two Services shall be forthwith corrected : 
and that accordingly the Regimental Majors in the Compa- 
ny’s Engineers and Artillery shall, on the receipt of this Des- 
patch, be promoted to the Regimental rank of Lientenant- 
Colonel with dates of rank from the dates of their Regimental 
Majorities: and that the Commissions of the present Lieu- 
tenant-Colonels be ante.dated, in like manner, -to the dates ) 
of their Regimental Majorities; but without any retrospect 
as to pay and allowances; and that as vacancies occur, Cap- 
tains of Artillery and Engineers shall succeed to the rank of 
Lieurenant-Colonel in their respective Corps. 

4, On the next point of difference we have resolved that 
the grade of 2d Captain shall be introduced into the Com- 
pany’s Engineers and Actillery, and that the future Estab- 
lishment shall be in the proportion of

6. On the 3d point, viz., the grades of Subaltern, we 
have resolved that the grade of 2d Lieutenant shall be abolish- 
ed, so that Subalterns of Engineers and Artillery of the 
Queen’s and Company’s Services shall take rank together, 
according to the dates of their Ist Commissions. You will 
therefore issue to the present Lieutenants, and 2d Lieutenants 
Commissions as Lieutenants with date of rank from their 
first Commissions, but without retrospect as to Allowanees, 
and hereafter, all appointed to these Corps are to be Com- 
missioned as Lieutenants.

GENERAL ORDER BY THE RiGuT HONORABLE THE GOVER- 
NOR GENERAL OF INDIA. 


Military Department, Allahabad, 11th November 1858. 
No. 517 of 1858.—The Right Hon’ble the Governor Ge- 


neral is pleased to direct, that, whenever Troops from the 
Presidencies of Fort St. George and Bombay shall be em- 
ployed to co-operate, directly or indirectly, with Troops of 
the Presidency of Bengal, the Officers in Command of the 
Troops of the several Presidencies shall report their operations 
to the Commander in Chief in the East Indies, for the infor- 
mation of the Government of India; independently of, and 
in addition to, any reports which under the regulations of the 
service such Officers may be required to make to the Com- 
mander in Chief and the Government of the Presidency to 
which they immediately belong.

GENERAL ORDER BY THE Ricut Hen’BLE THE GOVERNOR 
GENERAL OF INDIA IN COUNCIL. 


Fort William, 20th May 1859. 
No. 740 of 1859.—His Excellency the Goverror General 


in Council is pleased to direct the publication in General 
Orders of the following Royal Warrant, received with a letter 
from the Right Honorable the Secretary of State for India, 
No. 119, of the 7th April 1859, prescribing Rules uncer 
which Combatant Officers are to be recommended for promo- 
tion in Her Majesty’s Indian Military Forces :— 


Wuereas, We have judged it expedient to revise those 
parts of Our Royal Warrants of the 6th day of October 1854 
and 3d day of November 1854, which regulate the promotion 
and retirement of Combatant Officers in Our Army and 
Ordnance Corps, Our will and pleasure is, that from the date 
of this Our Royal Warrant Our Governor General in Coun- 
cil shall govern himself by these Our rules in recommending 
Combatant Officers for promotion in Our Indian Military 
Forces, 


PROMOTION. 


1, That the rank of Field-Marshal be given without re- 
ference to seniority. 


9. That there shall be a fixed establishment of General 
Officers, viz :— 


Generals...............005 25 
Lieutenant-Generals... 50 
Major-Generals......... 145 


3. That Colonels may be appointed, without regard to 
seniority, to commands as Major-Generals, with temporary 
rank; and if they shall have conducted themselves to our 
satisfaction, such temporary rank, after having been held for 
five years in peace, or for any shorter period in war, may, 
upon the recommendation of Our Governor General in 


* 
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Council, be made permanent. That the temporary rank of 
General and Lieutenant-General may also be given, when- 
ever the convenience of the Service requires it, and may be 
made permanent in a similar manner, 


4. That every vacancy en the fixed establishment of Ge- 
neral Otlicers shall be filled by the promotion of the Senior 
Colonel qualified to succeed to the rank of Major General 
and to be placed on the fixed establishment, under the regu- 
lations now in force; or by asupernumerary Major General, 
as provided in Clause 6. | 


5. ‘That, in addition to the Colonels promoted by 
Seniority to be Major Generals, and those promoted after 
having held temporary rank under the Regulation in Clause 
3, Colonels shall be eligible for promotion to the rank of 
Major-General, and Major-Generals to the rank of Lieute- 
nant-General, and Lieutenant-Generals to the rank of Ge- 
neral, for distinguished services in the Field. 


In the case of Officers promoted to the rank of General 
Officers, as a reward for distinguished service in war, the re- 
commendation, in which the service of the Officer shall be 
detailed, shall be published in the General Orders of Our 
Indian Military Forces, and in the London Gazette. 


6. ‘That all Colonels promoted to be Major Generals 
after five years’ employment in responsible commands with 
the temporary rank of Major General under the provisions 
in Clause 3, and all Colonels promoted to be Major Generals 
for distinguished service in the Field, shall be placed on a 
supernumerary list of Major-Generals, and shall not be 
reckoned as part of the fixed establishment until the time 
when they would have attained the rank of Major-General 
by seniority; that is tosay, until the Colonel who originally 
stood next senior on the Colonel’s list to the Officer promo- 
ted out of his turn has become a Major General, after which 
the next vacancy will be filled by the transfer of the super- 


¢ 
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numerary Major General to the fixed establishment. The 
Major Generals who have already been promoted out of 
their turn, and would not yet have succeeded to that rank 
by seniority, shall be considered as coming under this rule. 


The Supernumerary Major Generals, wher absorbed into 
the fixed establishment, shall preserve the seniority which 
they acquired when, after a period of qualifying service with 
temporary rank they were first confirmed as permanent Major - 
Generals on the Supernumerary list, and shall rise by that 
seniority to be Lieutenant Generals in succession. General 
Officers promoted for distinguished service in the field will 
take their seniority from the date of their promotion, as stated 
in the London Gazette. - 


7. That three separate lists of General Officers be in- 
serted in the Army List of Our Indian Military Forces, the 
first containing the names of those on the fixed establishment; 
the second, those who, having been promoted out of their re- 
gular turn, are supernumerary to the fixed establishment ; 
and the third, those who have retired from the service with 
_ the honorary rank of General Officers. 


8. That the rank of Colonel be given to Officers, after 
serving for five years with the rank of Lieutenant Colonel, 
in the actual command of Regiments, or for the same period 
as second Lieutenant Colonels of Regiments, or on the Staff, 
in the following situations :-—-viz., Adjutant-General, 
Quarter-Master General, Deputy Adjutant-General, Depu- 
ty Quarter Master General, Secretaries to the Government 
of India in the Military and Public Works Department, Se- 
cretaries in the Military Department to the Governments of 
Madras and Bombay, to the Chief Commissioner of the Pun- 
jaub, the Commissioner in Mysore, and the Resident at 
Hyderabad; Judge Advocate General, Commissary General, 
Deputy Commissary General, Inspector General of Ordnance, 
Superintendent of the Ordnance Manufacturing Department, 
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Chief Engineer, Superintending Engineer, Surveyor-General 
of India, subject always to the approval of the Governor in 
Council and Commander-in-Chief of the Presidency to which 
the Officer belongs. 


9. ‘That Regimental Majors, who are Brevet Lieutenant- 
Colonels, falling into the Command of Regiments in the ab- 
sence of the Lieutenant-Colonel, shall, on attaining the rank 
of Regimental Lieutenant-Colonel, reckon the period com- 
mencing from the completion of the first month of such tem- 
porary command, as part of the five years required to qualify 
for the rank of Colonel. 


10. That the rank of Colonel be given to Officers who 
obtain the rank of Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel for ser- 
vices in the Field, after eight years of actual service with 


that rank. 


11. That in cases where a Regiment may be so divided 
as to constitute two distinct commands, and one portion may 
be under the command of the Regimental Major, who is also 
a Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel, and in cases where a Brevet 
Lieutenant-Colonel may bein command of a mixed force of 
different Corps, a discretionary power shall be vested in 
Our Commander-in-Chief in India, subject to the approval of 
Our Governor General of Indiain Council, to allow such ser- 
vice, or portions of such service, to count as part of the quali- 
fying period for promotion to the rank of Colonel. 


12. That Lieutenant-Colonels appointed to Civil situa- 
tions under Government on or after the date this Our Royal 
Warrant shall be promoted to the rank of Colonel after 
eight years’ service in the former rank, provided the nature 
of the Civil appointment be considered by Our Governor 
General of India in Council and Commander-in-Chief in In- 
dia calculated to give the Officer such practical experience 
as may afterwards prove advantageous to the Corps or Service 
to which he belongs. 
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13. That Field Officers, commissioned as such before the 
20th June 1854, be allowed to rise by Brevet as heretofore ; 
but no Officer promoted to the rank of Field Officer on or 
after that date, is hereafter to rise from the rank of Lieute- 
nant-Colonel to that of Colonel, otherwise than by five or 
eight years’ service in the former rank, as provided in Clause 
8, or as a reward for distinguished service, or by appointment 


to be Queen’s Aide-de-Camp—except under the special pro- 
visions in Clauses, 9, 10, 11, and 12. 


14, Lieutenant-Colonels, who held that rank prior to the 
20th June 1854, shall be promoted bya special Brevet to the 
rank of Colonel,-—commissions to bear date the 28th No- 
vember 1854; and such of the said Lieutenant-Colonels as 
have been passed over by Officers who have attained the 
rank of Colonel, in conformity with the provisions of 
Our Royal Warrants of the 6th October and 3d Novem- 
ber 1854, shall be restored to the respective places which 
they would have occupied as Colonels, had they been pro- 
moted in ordinary succession under the system of periodical 
Brevets. 


15. That promotions shall be made from Captain to 
Major, and from Major to Lieutenant-Colonel, in succcess- 
ion, aS vacancies occur in the PenIore a eereve fixed estab- 
lishment. 


16. That any Captain, Maj or, or Lieutenant-Colonel may 
be rewarded by Brevet promotion for distinguished services 
in the Field. 


17. That the commands of General Officers, and other 
situations on the Staff, both at home and abroad, shall 
not be held fcr more than five years, unless by re-appoint-

2. Hitherto it has been the practice in addressing Army 
Head Quarters to forward numerous enclosures and copies of 
Correspondence ; and these have to be referred to in order 
to acquire that information on the subject submitted for 


decision that should have been supplied in full in the letters 
themselves. 


3. In future all facts requisite to be known or arguments 
proper to be weighed for the due consideration of the sub- 
_ ject of a letter are to be therein stated clearly and in full. 
The letter in fact, is to be complete in itself and to set out 
all the information that has been furnished to the writer on 
the subject, all that has been urged by Subordinate Officers 
and every point necessary to the perfect understanding of 
the case so that the Commander-in-Chief may have it 
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thoroughly before him in one paper, on which he can pass 
his decision without reference to other documents. 


4. If necessary previous correspondence on the refer- 
red subject may be forwarded in original, for reference 
on minor matters; and will be returned when no longer 
required,

the above requirements will invariably be returned for

REGULATING THE DATE OF OFFICERS RETIRING IN ENG- 
LAND AND OF PROMOTIONS IN SUCCESSION TO CASUAL- 
TIES BY DEATA IN ENGLAND.

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neral Order by the Right Honorable the Governor General 
of India in Council, is republished. 


GENERAL ORDER BY THE Ricut HonorABLE THE GOVER- 
NOR GENERAL OF INDIA IN COUNCIL. 


Fort William, 8th July 1859. 


No. 993 of 1859.—Under instructions from the Right 
Hon’ble the Secretary of State for India, the following is 
substituted for Government General Order* No. 106, of the 
30th May 1836:— 


Officers retiring in England from the Service shall be con- 
sidered to have retired from the date of their application for 
leave to retire, or from the expiration of two years and a half, 
from the date of the commencement of their Furlough, which- 
ever shall first happen. 


Promotions in succession to casualties, by death in Eng- 
land, shall have effect from the date of decease, or from the 
expiration of three years’ absence from India, whichever shal] 
happen first. 


A. O. 1st July 1859.—IV It having been brought to 
the notice of the Brigadier Commandant of Artillery that, 
on alate occasion of a disturbance in one of the Troops of 
the Horse Artillery, there was no Officer of the day present 
at Roll calling, as is directed by Section LXI General Re- 
gulations of the Artillery when there are two Subalterns, and 
though there were that number with the Troop at the time 
in question the Officer on duty was only required to attend 
once in the day, the Brigadier much regrets having to notice 
such remissness in the Madras Artillery, and the more so as 
it is shewn, by the admission of the Officer Commanding the 
Troop, to have been the sole cause of the disturbance, as he 
states that had an Officer been present not a word would 
have been said, or any disturbance have occurred.”

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2. The Brigadier now calls the attention of Officers to 
the necessity of strictly carrying out all orders, and he trusts 
he shall not again have to complain of similar neglect. 


A. O. 4th July 1859.—I. The Brigadier Commandant of 
Artillery has on several occasions had brought under his 
notice that great laxity of discipline, and a want of system 
and arrangement, exist on occasions of parties arriving at 
Madras from Sea, and afterwards on theit coming up to the 
Mount ;—men are allowed to come up singly in carts or in 
any manner they choose, notwithstanding that there have 
often been Non-Commissioned Officers with them whose 
duty it is, on all occasions, to see that order and regularity 
are maintained by any portion of the Regiment with which 
they may happen to be ;—great irregularities have occurred, 
and on a late occasion one man was allowed to absent himself 
from the detachment, and for an offence committed by him, 
he has been awarded the disgraceful punishment of impri- 
sonment with hard labour by Civil authority ;—this could 
not have happened had those in charge of the party done 
their duty properly, and it isa state of things reflecting 
most discreditably on the Regiment, and which must be put 
a Stop to. 

2. The Brigadier Commandant of Artillery therefore di- 
rects that whenever a party of men is sent on board ship, 
the senior Non-Commissioned Officer or other.is to be, or is 
to consider himself as, placed regularly in charge of it, should 
there be no Officer of the Corps present; and that as regards 
all matters of discipline, his responsibility will not cease 
until he has given over charge on shore to the proper Regi- 
mental authority, whether at the Mount or elsewhere. 


3. Every Non-Commissioned Officer of the Regiment, 
Horse or Foot, must distinctly understand that, in the ab- 
sence of any Officer of the Regiment, and if he be the senior 
Non-Commissioned Officer of any party, he will be held 
responsible for all occurrences taking place in it, and that it 
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is his duty to assume charge and march it regularly to its 
destination, or as far as he may proceed on the same route 
with it, and that he is on no account to leave the party with- 
out regularly giving over charge to the next senior. 


4. A copy of paras. 2 and 3 of this order is invariably to 
be given to every Non-Commissioned Officer of any party pro- 
ceeding by Sea, whether he be in charge or not; and they are 
to be required to give it up to the Regimental authorities when 
they arrive at their destination. 


4. O. 12th July 1859.—I. The Brigadier Commandant 
of Artillery has had under his consideration a report by an 
Officer Commanding a Company, through the Battalion 
Commanding Officer, that, owing toa due want of supervi- 
sion of the clerk on the part of an Officer previously in 
command, a Gunner was about to he debarred admittance to 
Good Conduct Pay for several months ;—such remissness is 
highly reprehensible, 


2, The Commandant, from circumstances which have 
come to light in connection with this matter, cannot but infer 
that the instructions contained in Sectton 84, paras. 22, 23, 
and 24, of the Artillery General Regulations, are not pro- 
perly carried out; and further that the exact wording of 
the different kinds of punishments which are awardable with- 
out a Court Martial is not attended to.—The attention of 
Officers Commanding, in their monthly inspections of Books, 
is particularly called to these points. 


IT. With reference to A. O. 23d January 1858 No. 2, 
the Brigadier Commandant of Artillery, under instructions 
from Army Head Quarters, is pleased to direct that a dupli- 
cate of any representations respecting clothing addressed to 
Officers Commanding Corps, be sent direct to the Superin- 
tendent and Agent for Army Clothing, so that all authorities 
may be in possession of full information on the points at 
issue, and delay and inconvenience thereby be obviated.

No. 1070 of 1859.—-His Excellency the Governor General 
in Council is pleased to direct the publication of the follew- 
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ing Extract, paragraphs 1] to 4, from a Military letter from 
the Right Hon'ble the Secretary of State for India, to His 
Excellency the Right Hon’ble the Governor General of In- 
dia in Council, No. 199, dated 14th June 1859 :— 


1. In reference to the Despatch now under reply, I have 
re-considered in Cuuncil the previous correspondence on the 
subject of inconveniences which have arisen from the opera- 
tion of that part ef the measure ordered by the late Court of 
Directors, for altering the organization of the Artillery and 
Engineer Corps, by which the Commissions of the Majors 
of these Regiments, who were made Lieutenant-Colonels as 
well as those of existing Lieutenant-Colonels were antedated 
to the dates respectively on which they originally became 
Majors. 

2. By my Despatch No. 97, dated 24th March 1859, you 
were informed that the special consideration of the adjust- 
ment of rank in the Artillery and Engineer Corps would be 
deferred until the full effects of the application to Her 
Majesty’s Indian Forces of the Royal Warrant of the 14th 
October 1858, shall have been reported.

RULES TO REGULATE TAE DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZE BOOKS 

IN ARMY SCHOOLS. 

G. O. C. C. No. 81, Slst August 1859.—Government 
having sanctioned a sum not exceeding 50 Rupees being 
drawn half yearly on Contingent Bills for the purchase of 
Prize Books under para. 63 of the Army School Regula- 
tions, the Commander in Chief directs the publication of 
the following rules to regulate their distribution. 


1, Prizes shall be distributed half yearly and the award 
shall depend partly on the result of the half yearly Exa- 
mination, and partly on the marks obtained by the Pupils 
during the preceding half year. 


2, The position of each Pupil in the Class shall be ascer- 
tained at the end ‘of each lesson, the number of marks 
obtained at each lesson being added together weekly, the 
weekly nuniber being again added at the end of each month, 
and the monthly number at the end of the half year, or at 
the time of the distribution of prizes. 


3. In assigning marks at the end of each lesson the 
Pupils will be numbered commencing from the bottom of 


e 
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the Class; so that ina Class of 20 Pupils, the Pupil at the 
head of the Class will receive 20 marks at the end of the lesson. 


4. When determining the award of Prizes, the half 
year’s marks will be reckoned so as to place them nearly on 
a level with the marks assignable for the half yearly Exa- 
mination itself—For instance, suppose the bighest number 
of marks which a Pupil could have obtained if he had been 
at the head of his Class, at the end of each lesson through- 
ovt the half year to be J0,CO0, and the highest numbei of 
marks obtainable on the result of the half yearly Examina- 
tion to be 500, the marks assigned to each Pupil during the. 
half. year shall be divided by 20 which will have the effect of 
giving to the half year’s werk as ascertained by the daily 
marks and to the half yearly Examination, equal influence in 
determining the award of prizes. 

5. Inadding up the marks for the half year, each pupil who 
may have been absent on account of certified ill health shall 
receive for the time he may have been absent up to one month, 
the average number of marks obtained by him during the time 
he was present, This privilege shall not be allowed to reckon 
for any period in excess of one month, and absence from any 
other cause than ill health shall entail the loss of all marks. 


6. Two prizes shall ordinarily be allotted to each Class 
for general proficiency, and a third Prize shall be awarded 
for good Conduct. 


7. A List of Books suitable for Prizes from which 
Schooi Committees are at liberty to select isannexed. They 
will be purchased by the Commanding Officer and their cost 
charged on Contingent Bills.

4, The Brigadier deems it proper on this occasion to 
express the high sense he entertains of the zeal, activity, and 
gallantry manifested by Captains and Brevet Lieutenant Co- 
lonels G. S. Cotter and R. Cadell ;—the former Officer pro- 
ceeded to Bengal with the A. Company 3rd Battalion Artil- 
lery soon after the mutiny broke out, and commanded it in 
17 actions, including the relief of Lucknow, in a manner that 
elicited the most flattering encomiums from the highest au- 
thorities ; while the latter, whe assumed command on Lieu- 
tenant Colonel G. S. Cotter’s failing health obliging him to 
return to England, was equally successful in 3 actions in 
which he commanded this distinguished Company, in adding 
to its laurels. 


5. The Brigadier also begs to offer his best thanks to 
Majors C. H. Harrison and L. Bridge; Captains A. T. 


Cadell, W. C. F. Gosling, J. H. Elwyn, G. B. B. Holmes, 


and R. G. F. Henegan; and Lieutenants R. Pope, S. H. E. 
Chamier and F. H. Thompson, for their indefatigable zeal, 
strenuous exertions, and cool gallantry on the several occa- 
sions in which they have been employed. 


6. The undermentioned Officers who have been promi- 
nently engaged during the late arduous campaigns, though 
not with their own Regiment, -are well deserving of having 
placed on record the Brigadier’s grateful acknowledgments 
of their services, and his admiration of their gallant conduct 
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on every occasion in which they engaged the enemy, when 
every Officer appeared determined that his own individual 
exertions should add to the credit of his Regiment.

7. The name of the late Lieutenant C. W. Crump would 
have held a conspicuous place in this list had his life been 
spared, and his pen would have best described the gallant 
exploits of the Army ;—his career was a short but brilliant 
one, commencing at Benares and terminating, after nearly 4 
months almost incessant fighting, at Lucknow. His brother 
Officers are erecting a Monument to his memory as a memo- 
rial of their appreciation of his gallant achievements. 


8. The European Artillery, in meeting and overcoming 
the fatigues and privations of the late campaigns, as well 
as by their gallantry whenever they encountered an enemy, 
have nobly sustained the character of the Regiment; and, in 
the late unfortunate Bounty question, in no one instance 
could the Madras Artillery be induced to participate in acts 
of insubordination committed by other Troops at the same 
station; and though every Troop and Company has, by its 
loyalty and discipline, proved itself, during the late trying 
times, worthy of the thanks and gratitude of Government, 
yet the Brigadier deems it necessary particularly to mention 
the B. Company 4th Battalion Artillery under Captain H. E. 
Hicks, which was exposed to more than ordinary trial ; but 
te the credit of themselves and their Officers their discipline 
remained unshaken, and they never for a moment wavered 
in the part they should take. 
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9. The Native Artillery, both Horse and F oot, have 
proved themselves worthy of the confidence reposed in them 
by Government during this eventful crisis, and great as were 
the expectations of the Brigadier of their courage, loyalty, 
and discipline, they have been more than realized on the 
present occasion ;—a bad example was set them by men of 
another Regiment at the commencement of the disturbances ; 
this however they heeded not, but proceeded by sea and land, 
with alacrity and cheerfulness, to the Bengal provinces, while 
the patient endurance with which they submitted to the 
numerous privations and harassing duties incidental to such a 
service, and the manner in which they worked their Guns on 
all occasions, but most particularly at Cawnpore on the 26th, 
27th, and 28th November 1857, (when it isnot too much to 
say that, but for their steady gallantry, the most disastrous 
consequences might have ensued,) was the theme of admira- 
tion from all under whom they served. 


10. Itis now 40 years since the Native Artillery were 
raised, and on several occasions their fidelity has been severely 
tested, but never found wanting; and the admirable spirit 
they displayed at Hyderabad during the Batta disturbances, 
where they were the only part of a large Native Force that 
did not break out into mutiny, will long be remembered as a 
memorable instance of loyalty and devotion to the service. 


11. In conclusion, and in again returning to all Officers 
and men his most cordial thanks for their invaluable services 
to the State in the late crisis, the Brigadier Commandant of 
Artillery performs a pleasing duty in publishing the follow- 
ing extracts from the Proceedings of Government dated 5th 
August 1859; and from Division Orders, Saugor Division, 
dated 11th August 1859, by Major General Sir G. C. Whit- 
lock, K. C. B.; in connexion with the zeal and _ assiduity 
evinced by Lieut.-Colonel J. L. Barrow; and the portion of

There is no appointment that has called for a stouter heart 
and more unwearied exertion in the Saugor Field Division 
than that of Major Barrow, Commissary of Ordnance, with 
a heavy Siege Train under his supervision. 


In Garrison the duties of this appointment are mostly 
confined to quiet, yet still important, objects,—but in the 
Field, intelligence, energy, activity, exposure to the weather, 
and a cheerful disposition, are requisite for an Officer to 
carry out this work with efficiency and satisfaction, 
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Amongst the many valuable Officers that the Commander- 
in-Chief has been pleased to attach to this Force, there is no 
one who merits warmer acknowledgments for his services to 
the State than Major Barrow. 

Untiring in his disposition, he completed at Nagpore a 
Siege Train unsurpassed for its efficiency ;—his excellent 
knowledge of all connected with his branch of the service, 
enabled him to supply every thing that was required for its 
progress, and to move that Train with an expedition and 
safety I could have scarce contemplated. 


Throughout its journeyings, who in the Force cannot call 
to recollection the various misgivings which would force them- 
selves en the miud, as in broken roads, in dense and burning 
jungles, the Train toiled along; and where was discipline 
(even amongst the Lascars) ever more conspicuous, arrange- 
ments more complete, or exertions more unwearied, than in 
the dangerous and fearful descent of the Punnah Ghaut, an 
operation of three days. 


Then again the care of this valuable charge at the battle 
of Banda; and lastly the packing this enormous Train with 
its Ammunition; and, when left at Banda, the admirable 
plan for its safety with the weakest Garrison. All this had 
been effected by Major Barrow. | 


It isa duty I owe to him thus prominently to bring to 
notice his exertions in the Field, and the frequent devotion 
of those hours he may have claimed for rest to the heavy 
business of his office, the details of which I believe to have 
been carried on with every correctness and satisfaction.

Fort William, the 28th October 1859. 


No. 1460 of 1859.—-The Hon'ble the President in Council, 
_ with the concurrence of His Excellency the Governor Ge- 
neral, is pleased to cancel the Rule now in force at the three 
Presidencies, under which at all Stations, not the Head 
Quarters of a permanent Brigadier, where two Regiments 
of the Line may be cantoned, the Officer exercising, in vir- 
tue of his seniority, the Command of the Station makes over 
the Command of his own Corps to the next Senior Regimen- 
tal Officer, and draws a command Allowance of Rupees (500) 
five hundred, with Rupees (20) twenty for Stationery. 
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In future the Senior Officer at all Stations where there 
is no General Officer or Brigadier, or from which the Ge- 
neral Officer or Brigadier may be temporarily absent on duty 
within his Divison or District, will assame Command of the 
Station, retaining Command of his own Regiment; but he 
will have no title to any additional allowance for the Com- 
mand of the Station. 


The Hon’ble the President in Council is also pleased, with 
the concurrence of His Excellency, to direct that, at the fix- 
ed Stations where in place of a Brigade Major a Station Staff 
Officer may be specially allowed, a Captain or experienced 
Subaltern Officer from one of the Corps composing the Gar- 
rison may be selected for the situation. 

The allowance tobe drawn by the Officer so appointed 
will be, if the Force consists of less than two Regiments, 
Rupees (60) sixty per mensem, and if of more than two Re- 
giments, Rupees (110) one hundred and ten per mensem. 


These allowances are consolidated, and include all expen- 
ses-on account of Writing and Stationery. 


At other Stations where a Station Staff Officer may be 
required and is authorized, the duties will be performed by 
one of the Regimental Staff Officers, who will receive, if the 
Forge be less than two Regiments, Rupees (25) twenty-five 
per mensem, including Writing and Stationery, and if mor 
than two Regiments, an allowance of Rupees (60) sixty p¢ 
mensem.

and transfers of men from one station to another, they con- 
tinue to arrive at the Mount without the necessary documents 
to enable Officers to adjust their claims, or draw pay for them;

2. It has been reported that very great inconvenience to

hand, and on the other deprives a well behaved man of the 
benefit of his former good conduct. 


3. Attention is called to A. O. No. 15 of 1856, dated

Section XLVII, Para. 7, and the Commandant must look 
to Officers Commanding particularly to see these Regula- 
tions strictly carried out ;—whenever men arrive at, or depart 
from, stations, it is their imperative duty to ascertain, by en- 
quiry, that all documents in connection with them have been, 
received, or despatched, and to make a report, for the infor- 
mation of the Brigadier Commandant of Artillery, whenever 
deviation from observance of the above regulations comes 
under their notice on such enquiry. 

A. O. 14th November 1859.—I. The following addition 
to the Artillery Order of the 19th January 1859, under the 
head “Rute 1,—WitruHovr Battot,” is made and entered 
as para. 4.

2. The Brigadier regrets to find that he had inadvertently 
omitted to notice the conduct of the F. Troop Horse Artil- 
lery while employed in protecting the Residency at Hyder. 
abad, during the months of July, August, and September 
1857, under Lieutenant Colonel Brice; and more particu. 
larly that of the 3} Troop under Lieutenant (Brevet Captain) 
Holmes on the night of the 17th July, when the Residency 
was attacked by a large body of Rohillas from the City, who 
were speedily checked and put to flight, with considerable 
loss, by the rapidity with which the Guns were brought 
into action, and the steadiness and precision of their fire; 
and it is to the noble conduct on this occasion of the Detach- 
ment under Captain Holmes, that the safety of the British 
Residency may be principally attributed;—the importance 
of this service can only be properly estimated by quoting the 
words of the Governor General, who, in his Minute of 2nd 
July 1857, says ‘ the fall of the Residency would have led 
* to the rising of the whole of the Deccan.” 


3. The conduct of the other half of the Troop while at 
the Residency was also most creditable, exposed, as it was, to. 
daily temptations from a bigoted, but influential and nume- 
rous, Mussulman population. 


4, This is the second time in which the F. Troop Madras 
Horse Artillery has distinguished itself at Hyderabad ;—the 
former occasion of their devoted and loyal conduct has al- 
ready been noticed in Artillery Orders No. 704 dated 18th 
April 1842, and its behaviour at the Residency has added 
considerably to the debt of gratitude due by Government to 
it for such valuable services. 

III. Brigadier Hamond having been transferred to the 
Invalid establishment in G. O. by Government dated the 
23rd instant, directs that all reports of the Regiment of Ar- 
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tillery be made, from this date, to Lieutenant-Colonel (Bre- 
vet Colonel) J. W. Croggan, as the next senior Officer doing 
Regimental duty. 


2. Brigadier Hamond cannot relinquish the command 
without placing on record his sense of the zeal and ability 
displayed by Officers Commanding Horse Brigade and Bat- 
talions, and detachments of Artillery; as well as by the 
Head Quarters Staff,—Captain (Bt. Major) B. W. Black 
Director Artillery Depét, and Captain E. H. Couchman As- 
sistant Adjutant General of Artillery,—in conducting their 
several duties, for which, and the cordial support they have 
afforded him on all occasions, he now begs to tender them

3. To all ranks of the Artillery, both European and Na- 
tive, the Brigadier’s acknowledgements are justly due ;—all 
have nobly supported the honor of the Regiment during the 
Jate disturbances, and in every situation; and sometimes 
under the most trying circumstances they have been dis- 
tinguished by their gallantry, zeal, discipline, and loyalty. 


4. Brigadier Hamond regrets much that circumstances 
oblige him to quit a Regiment where he has served so long ; 
but he will look back with satisfaction to the happy days 
he has passed in the Madras Artillery ; and, in bidding adieu 
to all, he begs to assure them that he will always have the 
welfare of the Regiment at heart, and take a deep interest in 
the coming changes.

A. O. 13th January 1860.—II. Superior Authority 
having decided that the Knapsack for the European Troops 
of the Indian Forces is to be of the same pattern as that in 
use with the British Army, the Brigadier Commandant of 
Artillery directs it to be notified that drawings of the new 
Knapsack will be circulated, as early as practicable, from 
Artillery Head Quarters.

REGARDING THE DISPOSAL OF UNCLAIMED MONEY RE- 

MAINING IN REGIMENTAL CASH CHESTS. 

G. O. C. GC. No. 27, 23rd February 1860.—It having 
come under the notice of Government, that from the un- 
claimed sums lodged in the Cash Chest of a Regiment of 
Native Infantry, disbursements have from time to time been 
made by its successive Commanding Officers for Regimental 
or public purposes in a manner altogether unauthorized by 
Regulation, the Commander-in-Chief directs that an im- 
mediate report be made by all Regimental Commanding 
Officers to Army Head Quarters (for communication to Go- 
vernment) shewing the amount of unclaimed money in their 
respective Cash Chests, and stating whether any similar un- 
authorized outlay of unclaimed money, appears from the 
Regimental Records to have been made in their respective 
Corps. 

2. His Excellency forbids such misappropriation of 
Funds of the above description for the future; and desires

circumstances need not exceed 12 months—for its otherwise 
legitimate disposal, that any sum of money lying unclaimed 
in the Regimental Cash Chest be paid into the nearest Trea- 
sury on account of Government.

full amount being given only in the event of the Officer 
being acquitted of blame, or (if the inprisonment was for 
debt) of its being proved that the Officer’s liability arose 
from circumstances beyond his control.” 
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CLASSIFICATION OF OFFENCES COMMITTED BY SOLDIERS 

UNDER TWO DISTINCT HEADS, | 

G, 0. C. C. No. 31, 27th February 1860.—The following 
General Order by the Right Honorable the Commander in 
Chief in India, dated Head Quarters, Camp Umritsir, 6th 
February 1860, is pubished for the information of the 
Army: and the Commander in Chief directs that the Rules 
laid down in Horse Guards General Orders, Nos. 737 
and 738 be applied to the European branch of the Madras 
Army.’ 


The Commander in Chief is pleased to publish the Ge- 
neral Orders from the Horse Guards dated respectively the 
9th and 25th of November last, and to direct that the rules 
therein laid down be applied to the European branch of the 
Bengal Army :— 


‘“ GENERAL ORDER, No. 737. 
‘- Horse Guards, 9th November 1859 
’ 


‘* His Royal Highness the General Commanding in Chief 
having had occasion, lately, to remark on the unequal esti- 
mate of crime and allotment of punishment by Courts Mar- 
tial, especially as regards corporal punishment, has taken 
this important subject under his anxious consideration, with 
aview to amendment and correction. With this object he 
has decided upon establishing a classification of Soldiers, for 
the purpose of maintaining a distinction between the classes 
as regards liability to corporal punishment, 


** All men on entering the Army will be placed in the 
first class, and will not, except for aggravated mutinous 
‘conduct, be liable to corporal punishment. They will con- 
tinue in the first class, unless they should incur degradation 
into the second class by the commission of certain crimes 
hereafter specified. For this purpose His Royal Highness 
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has further decided on classifying the offences committed by 
soldiers under two distinct heads. Crimes under the Ist head 
are to be the following: 

Absence from Parade. 

Drunkenness. 

Riotous conduct in the streets. 

Absence without leave from Tattoo. 

Preferring frivolous complaints. 

Disrespect to Non-Commissioned Officers. 

Striking a comrade. 

Absence without leave, as defined by 51 Art. of War. 

Escaping from confinement. 

Insubordination, 

Making away with necessaries. 

Falsely imputing improper conduct to a superior. 

Sleeping on Post, depending on the circumstances and 


nature of the service. 


Crimes under the 2d head are to be the following: 


Desertion. 

Mutinous conduct. 

Aggravated cases of insubordination and violence. 

Drunkenness on duty, or on line of march. 

Embezzling public money. 

Stealing from a comrade. 

Theft. 

Designedley maiming. 

Repeated acts of making away with necessaries, arms, ac- 
eoutrements, ammunition, &c. 


Other disgraceful acts shewing vicious or unnatural pro- 
pensities, indecent assaults. 
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_ “No man guilty of offences under the first head is to be 
subject to corporal punishment, except during time of War, 
when the Army is in the field. 


“Men guilty of offences under the second head, being 
crimes of a very serious description, will, if in the second 
class, be liable to corporal punishment. If, however, they 
are in the first class, they will, together with their other 
punishment, not being corporal punishment, be disrated, and 
passed into the second class, when they will thenceforth, on 
the repetition of crimes under the second head, be liable to 
corporal punishment, as having degraded themselves by 
their own bad conduct. 


‘* Uninterrupted good conduct for a year will, however, 


again restore the Soldier from the 2d to the Ist class as pro- 
ving a desire for reformation and amendment. 


‘ Though thus classified, it does not follow that all men 
under the 2d class are to be condemned to corporal 
punishment. 


‘* Each case is to be decided upon its own merits, and 
corporal punishment as much avoided as possible ; buta men 
who by misconduct has placed himself in the 2d class, is 
liable thereafter to corporal punishment ; whereas the man in 
the Ist class is not liable to such punishment, except in the 
case of aggravated mutinous conduct, when severity must at 
once be resorted to, to reprcss more serious mischief result- 
ing from such conduct. 


‘ His Royal Highness trusts that the above classification 
will greatly simplify, to the Officers of the Army, the method 
of dealing with crime; will deter the evil-disposed from com- 
mitting offences justly subjecting them to severe punishment, 
which, though necessary to maintain discipline, should be 
restricted as much as possible; and will give confidence to 
the good Soldier, by securing to him on entering Her Majes- 
ty’s Service an immunity from degrading punishment, which 
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immunity it will be in his power to preserve to the day when 
his engagement shall expire.”

“ His Royal Highness the General Commanding in Chief, 
in calling the attention of Commanding Officers to the General 
Order of the 9th instant, No. 737, and in order to simplify 
the Classification therein established, is pleased to direct thas 
all Soldiers now serving, except those who have been con- 
victed of felony, desertion, of repeated acts of disgraceful 
conduct, or of vicious and unnatural propensities and in- 
decent assaults, shall be rated in the first class; and His 
Royal Highness hopes that those who have, to their own 
shame and that of the Army, committed other offences de- 
serving degradation, will profit by this opportunity to redeem 
their character, and avert the disgrace which a perseverance 
in crime cannot fail to bring upon them. 

‘¢ Previous convictions will still be produced in evidence 
before Court Martial, to enable Courts to estimate character 
and award punishment. 

‘© The Officer producing former convictions will also 
state to what class the prisoner belongs. 

‘© When Soldiers are degraded to the second class, it will 
‘be duly notified in the Regimental Order Book, as will their 
restoration to the first class.

The spirit of the concesssion is that each Soldier should 
receive, as far as may be, a full boon of two years’ service. 


Accordingly, and in order that the application of the boon 
‘may be uniform in the three Presidencies, the Governor Ge- - 
neral directs that the following construction of the concession 
shall be observed. 


Soldiers will be allowed to reckon the boon towards the 
completion of such periods of service as, under existing 
regulations, entitle them to discharge or to renew with 
Bounty: orto reckon it or any remaining portion of it in the 
period for which, if fit for the service, they are atlowed to 
renew their contract. Men renewing are in every case to be

Fort William, 17th April 1860. 

No. 406 of 1860.—The Right Hon’ble the Secretary of 
State for India has decided that all Warrant Officers, after 
21 years’ service, who are not entitled to the advantages of 
the grade on account of insufficient service in the Department, 
shall be allowed the pension of the rank next below that of 
Sub-Conductor, viz., that of Serjeant Major, being (2) two 
shillings and (6) sixpence per diem, or (45) forty-five pounds 
(12) twelve shillings and (6) sixpence per annum, provided 
that the last five years of service shall have been in a rank 
superior to that of Serjeant. 

REGULATIONS RESPECTING PAY, SEA CLOTHING AND 
STORES FOR RECRUITS PROCEEDING TO INDIA FROM THE 
DEPOT AT WARLEY. : 

G. 0. G. No. 202, 4th May 1860.—The following Ex- 
tract from a despatch from the Right Honorable the Secre- 
tary of State for India, dated 29th March 1860, No. 60,

Paral. A practice has heretofore existed under which an 
allowance termed ‘‘ Ship Money,” has been issued to Recruits 
for all Arms of the Service on theiz embarking for India, 
from which certain deductions were made for Stores and 
certain articles of Sea Clothing supplied to them for their 
use on the passage. Her Majesty’s Government have now 
determined that that practice shall cease, and that in lieu 
thereof, the Soldier shall receive the pay of his rank accord- 
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ing to the Arm of the service to which he belongs from the 
date to which it was issued in England, up to that of his 
debarkation in India, and that deductions shall be made 
therefrom for Rations, and for such Stores and Sea Clothing 
as may be supplied to him under the regulation, a copy of 
which is enclosed. 


2. This Regulation will be in force from the present sa 
but will not have any retrospective operation. 


Draft of a Regulation respecting the Pay, Sea Clothing, and 
Stores for Recruits proceeding to India from the vee 
at Warley. 


1. Every Recruit on leaving the Depot, will have his 
accounts closed up to the day of embarkation, ard a certi- 
ficate showing the date of last payment will accompany 
the usual Embarkation Roll to the Government of the Pre- 
sidency to which he proceeds, the balance of this final ac- 
count will be entered in his Pocket Ledger. 


. 2. Every Recruit on his arrival in India, will be entitled 
to receive, subject to the deduction mentioned below, the 
pay of his rank according to the Arm of the service to which 
he belongs, from the date up to which it was issued in En- 
gland, up to that of his debarkation in India. 


3. The following articles of Sea Clothing and Sea Stores 
will be put on Board for each Recruit on embarking, and 
the cost of the same (which is unavoidably liable to variation) 
will be recovered from him onthe settlement of his accu- 
mulated pay, and credited to Government in the Pay Ab- 
stracts of the Regiment or Depot to which he may be posted ; 
for this purpose returns (according to Form annexed) of the 
issues to each man will be transmitted to India with the 
detachment on board each Ship.

Para, 2.—‘* The estates of all deceased Officers and Sol- 
diers who die intestate, must be divided in accordance with 
the Law, which provides that, in the case of the deceased 
leaving a Widow and Child, or Children, the Widow is 
entitled to one third of his Estate; if there is no child she 
is entitled to one half.” 


RULES FOR THE SUPPLY OF WICKER HELMETS FOR 

EUROPEAN TROOPS. 

G. O. C. C. No. 57, 1st May 1860.—His Excellency the 
Commander-in-Chief is pleased to notify that Government 
has approved of the following rules for the supply of Wicker 
Helmets for European Troops. 


One Wicker Helmet, at acost not exceeding Rupees 3 for 
mounted Men and Rupees 2 for other branches of the Service, 
is to be allowed to each Man on the strength of a Regiment, 
Company or Troop. Recruits who are supplied with Helmets 
on arrival in India, will not be allowed new Helmets on 
joining the Head Quarters of Corps. 


2. Until experience shows what period a Wicker Helmet 
will last in a serviceable condition, it is impracticable to fix 
any date for renewal ; but for the present, after the Helmets 
shall have been in use twelve months, they may be renewed 
on being declared to be unserviceable by a Committee, ap- 
proved of by Officers Commanding Stations. 


3. No money compensation will be given for the diffe- 
rence in cost between the Wicker Helmets and Caps of the 
old pattern. 
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4. Two Covers and a Turban are to be issued with each 
Helmet: ata total cost not exceeding the sums above spe- 
cified. 


5. A Helmet once issued becomes the property of the 
Soldier, and may be taken away by him on quitting the 
Regiment, or it may be sold on the death of a Soldier and 
the proceeds credited to the Estate. 


OFFICERS PASSED FOR LEAVE TO EUROPE ON SICK CER- 
TIFICATE, STATE OF HEALTH FOR DUTY WITH TROOPS, 
TO BE ENTERED AT FOOT OF PROCEEDINGS. 

G. O. C. C. No. 59, 5th May 1860.—On all occasions of 
officers being passed by the Presidency Board of Medical 
Officers for leave to Europe on sick certificate, a N. B. is to 
be entered at the foot of the proceedings, stating whether the 
officer’s state of health will admit of his being detailed for 
duty with Troops proceeeding to England. And Officers 
who obtain leave on medical certificate are warned not to 
engage a passage to England privately, until they ascertain 
that their services will not be required on public duty.

‘‘Good Conduct” and ‘‘ Long Service” and for “ disting uish- 
ed Conduct in the Field” :—

GENERAL No. 170. Medal and Gratuities, 1 (1859. 


It being desirable that the principles which regulate the 
grant of Annuities and Medals to Serjeants who may be 
already in possession of Medals and Gratuities should be more 
clearly defined than they are at present, the following Rules 
have been framed by His Royal Highness the General Com- 
manding-in-Chief, in concurrence with the Secretary of 
State for War, for the guidance of the Army generally :— 


1. The Medal accompanying the Annuity, und inscribed 
‘* for Meritorious Service,” is to be considered as given for 
service of the same nature as that accompanying the Gra- 
tuity. ‘* For Long Service and Good Conduct,” the former 
being held by Serjeants only, the latter by Non-Commis- 
sioned Officers and Privates indifferently. 


2. Both Annuity and Gratuity are also given, under 
special circumstances, accompanied by Medals similarly 
inscribed ‘‘ For distinguished Conduct in the Field.” 


3. When a Serjeant, on becoming an Annuitant, receives 
a Medal denoting by its inscription that it is given for 
service similar to that for which he has already received a 
Medal, he will be required to relinquish the latter Medal, 
together with its accompanying Gratuity, and to signa 
Declaration that he does so voluntarily. 


4. When, however, the inscription on the Medal granted 
toa Serjeant, together with an Annuity, shows that it is 
given for service of a different nature from that for which he 
already holds a Medal, he will be required to relinquish the 
Gratuity only, making a like declaration as to the voluntary 
relinquishment. 


5. Commanding Officers are at liberty to recommend the 
re-appropriation of a relinquished Gratuity to any other 
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deserving Seldier or Soldiers, provided they shall have been 
serving in the year for which the Gratuity was originally 
awarded, and shall have fulfilled the required conditions as 
to service and character in that year.

‘* The leave of those Men whose state of health may render 
a change of climate advisable, who are considered deserving 
of the indulgence, and who may be fit todo duty with 
Invalids and discharged Men on the voyage from India, is to 
be limited to a short leave to visit their friends in Europe. 


** The Furlough granted under Medical Certificate as ab- 
solutely necessary, will expire in England at the period of 
one year from the date of quitting India. 


‘* Every Man whose state of health has not sufficiently 
recovered at the period when he is called upon to return, will 
undergo a Medical Examination as to the probability, 
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within a reasonable period, of his being fit for further duty 
in India. 


‘* Those Men who may be reported unequal to further 
service with the Regiment, or Department, to which they 
belong, will not be permitted te return to duty, but will be 
dealt with under the Regulations, and in no case will any 
Man be allowed to return to India with a view to his being 
placed upon the Invalid Establishment in that Country. 


** No period of leave passed by any Man out of India will 
be allowed to reckon as Service for Pension. 


“It is to be distinctly understood that no Man enlisted 
under the limited Service act be allowed to come to England 
during his first period of Service.

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RULE UNDER WHICH OFFICERS OF 22 YEARS SERVICE ARE 

ENTITLED TO RETIRE ON THE PAY OF THEIR REGI- 

MENTAL RANK. | 

G. O. G. No. 232, 18th May 1860.—The following Ex- 
tract of a Military Despatch from the Right Honorable the 
Secretary of. State for India, is published in General Or- 
ders :— 


Despatch dated 14th April 1860, No. 65. 


I have had under my consideration in Council, the rule 
under which Officers of 22 years Indian Service, are entitled 
toretire on the pay of their Regimental Rank. This pri- 
vilege which is granted to Officers under the joint operation 
of the Regulations of 1796 and 1854, may in some cases be 
rendered inoperative by the regulation of 1801, which pre- 
cludes them frem claiming for retirement the benefit of rank 
which they may attain after the expiration of 12 months 
from the date of their landing in England. It has therefore 
been resolved to rescind this restrictive rule, so far as it 
effects the cases of Officers who, after 20 years Indian Service 
counting for retiring pension, may return to this Country on 


Jeave, and to allow such Officers toclaim for retirement the 


benefit of any rank they may attain, prior to. the expiration 
of their 22 years Service. 


MILITARY OFFICERS IN CIVIL EMPLOY ON FIRST OCCASION 
OF TAKING LEAVE TO ELECT EITHER THE OLD OR THE 
NEW RULES. 

G. O. G. No. 234, 18th May 1860.—The following letter 
from the Government of India, dated 23rd April 1860, No, 
952, and the enclosure therein referred to, are published for 
general information. 


J am directed to transmit to you, for the information of 
the Honorable the Governor in Council, the annexed copy 
of a letter from the Adjutant General of the Army, No. 298 
A, dated 6th instant, drawing attention to Military Officers 
in Civil employ occasionally obtaining leave of absence from 
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the Civil authorities, without declaring the Regulations 

under which the leave is taken, and stating that the Com- 

mander-in-Chief is of opinion that all Officers in Civil, or 

Military employ, should be put on the same footing in respect 

to leave, whether in or out of India. 

From Lieutenant-Colonel W. Mayuew, Adjutant General 
of the Army, to the Officiating Secretary to Government 
of India, Military Department,—(No. 298 A, dated Camp 
Kurreellee, the 6th April 1860.) 

Sir,—I am directed by the Commander-in-Chief to request 
you will be good enough to draw the attention of the Go- 
vernment to the fact that Military Officers, in Civil employ, 
occasionally obtain leave of absence from the Civil authorities, 
without declaring the Regulations under which the leave is 
taken, whereas those in Military employ are without excep- 
tion obliged, on the first occasion of taking leave, to elect 
either the old or the new Rules. 

2 The Commander-in-Chief is of opinion that all Officers 
in Civil or Military employ should be put on the same foot- 
ing in respect to leave, whether in or out of India. 
CERTIFICATE OF PRISONER’S HEALTA TO BE INVARIABLY 

TRANSMITTED WITH CHARGES AGAINST A NON-COMMIS- 

SIONED OFFICER OR SOLDIER. 

G. 0. C. C. No. 68, 21st May 1860.—The Commander- 
in-Chief directs that when Officers Commanding Regiments 
have occasion to forward to superior authority charges against 
a Non- Commissioned Officer or Soldier (European or Native) 
they will invariably transmit with such charges a Certificate 
(in the subjoined Form) of the Prisoner’s Health, when the 
application for trial is made.

GENERAL ORDER BY THE HoNORABLE THE PRESIDENT OF 


THE CouNCIL oF THE Ricut HonoRABLE THE GOVERNOR 


GENERAL OF INDIA IN CcouncIL. 
Fort William, 15th May 1860, 


No. 505 of 1860.—The following Rules laid down by the 
Right Hon’ble the Secretary of State for India, are publish- 
ed for information :— 


1. To entitle the Soldier to pension as Quarter-Master 
Serjeant (2 Shillings 3 pence a day) he must hold the rank 
at the time of discharge or transfer to Pension List. He 
must have completed twenty-one years’ service, and have 
served during the last (5) years in the rank. 


2 Toentitle the Soldier to pension as Serjeant-Major 
(2 Shillings 6 pence a day) he must hold the rank at the time 
of discharge or transfer to Pension List. He must have 
completed twenty-one years’ service, and must have served 
during the last five years in the rank either of Quarter-Mas- 
ter Serjeant or Sergeant Major. 


- 8 Men who may have been reduced from those grades, or 
who may voluntarily relinquish them for the purpose of 
accepting other appointments, forfeit by such reduction or 
relinquishment the Pensions allowed for those grades. 
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A. O. No.6, 10th May 1860.—I. The Commandant of 
Artillery, with the sanction of His Excellency the Command- 
er in Chief, is pleased to lay down the following as the course 
of drill and exercise to be taught to Officers and men at the 
Recruit Depot. 


2. Men will be drafted to the Herse Artillery, Horse 
Field Batteries, and Reserve Companies, according to the 
branch they seem to be best adapted for, but the system of 
drill will be the same for all. 


I. Foot drills as for Cavalry. 

II. Sword exercise, Cavalry only. 

III. Carbine exercise with Artillery Carbines. 
IV. Guard and Sentry drill. 


V. Gun drills with all calibres, Light, Heavy, Howit- 
zers, and Mortars ;—mounting and dismounting Light Field 
guns. 7 


VI. Riding drills, in schools and on the plain. 


VII. Driving. (For Officers,. sufficient to enable them to 
manage a pair of Horses, and instruct and correct errors in 
the men.) 


3. When an Officer is reported fit to be dismissed from 
the above, he will be examined ; and, if found fit, will re- 
ceive a certificate— Examined in all drills, Qualified—Dis- 
missed (date.)” 


4. Should an Officer leave the Recruit Depét before 
being dismissed, a certificate showing the extent of his attain- 
ments in each drill, wil] be forwarded to the Officer Com- 
manding the Artillery at the station he is ordered to, by the 
Officer Commanding Recruit Depét. His instruction in 
drill will be there proceeded with, and, when completed, the 
certificate will be signed by the senior Officer, (‘‘ Course of 
drill completed—Dismissed date,”) and forwarded to the 
Assistant Adjutant General of Artillery for submission to the 
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Commandant, and eventual deposit in the office of the Re- 
cruit Depot ;—should an Officer return to the Mount before 
his course of drill is completed, it will be finished at the 
Recruit Depét, where all certificates of dismissal are to be 
kept. Should an Officer evince particular smartness or apti- 
tude for any drill, the same may properly be recorded in his 
certificate thus,—‘*‘ Good Swordsman”—* Bold rider” &c. 

5. Itis the duty of the Officer Commanding Recruit 
Depot to provide all young Officers with the Books of In- 
struction prescribed by Regulations, and to examine them in 
them from time to time. | 

6. No Officer is to be placed in charge of a Company 
who has not passed a satisfactory examination on the follow- 
ing subjects. 

I. Mutiny Act and Articles of War for Europeans and 
Natives. 

II. Forms of Proceedings of Courts Martial and Law of 
evidence. 

III. Warrant relating to Good Conduct Pay and Pen- 
sions ;—-the Regulations regarding Pay, Clothing, and Re- 
gimental necessaries to be supplied to the men. ; 

IV. Method of conducting official correspondence ;—re- 
ports required by an Officerif marching, singly or with men. 


V. Method of keeping Company Books, Canteen Ac- 


counts, and in fact interior economy of a Company. 


7. The Officer Commanding the Recruit Depét will in- 
struct young Officers in each and all of the above, so that, 
when they leave the Mount, they may be perfectly qualified 
to join any portion of the Corps they may be posted to. 

8. The following course of instruction will also be carried 
on, under the Director eee Depot, at the Depot of In- 
struction. 

I... Making Portfires, Rockets, Fireballs, Carcasses, 
Quickmatch ;—mixing Composition. 
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II. Driving and setting Fuzes ;—making cartridges of all 
sorts ;—examining shells. 

III. Studying the use of all‘instruments belonging to Guns 
and Mortars, and applying them. 

IV. The use of the Gyn,—mounting and dismounting 
Ordnance of all calibres, and in various situations ;—use 
of the transport carriage, shifting trunnions &c. 

V. Getting Guns out of difficulties. | 

VI. Plan drawing to the extent of putting on paper the 
plan, section, and elevation of Carriages and Ordnance, to 
show fractures that may occur at exercise or on service. 

VII. To judge of distances by the eye, and compute 
charges and Fuzes both by theory and practice. 

9. No Officer to Jeave the Mount until he has completed, 
and has passed, a satisfactory examination in the above. He 
will then receive a certificate of qualifications and dismissal 
from the Depdt. 

10. Should an Officer be ordered away before he is regu- 
larly dismissed, the Director Artillery Depét will forward 
to the Commandant a certificate shewing the extent of his 
attainments;—this will be forwarded to the Officer Com- 
manding at the station he is going to, who will, as far as 
practicable, and before the next Annual Practice, complete 
the course of instruction ; and, filling in the certificate, for- 
ward it to the Director Artillery Depot, for submission to 
the Commandant and eventual deposit in the Depot records. 

11. Especial attention must be paid to Laboratory duties, 
as Officers should be able to perform all of them themselves, 
as well as explain how they are performed.

REGULATIONS REGARDING REGIMENTAL SAVINGS’ BANKS, 


G. O. G. No. 287, 26th June 1860.— Notice is hereby given, 
that under instructions from the Government of India, the 
Military branch of the Government Savings’ Bank at Madras 
has been abolished from the Ist May 1860, and that in 
accordance with the Royal Warrant and Regulations regar- 
ding Regimental Savings’ Banks, Regimental Savings’ Banks 
shall be established in lieu thereof in the Regiments of the 
British and Indian Armies serving under the Madras Pre- 
sidency, the accounts of which will be audited annually and 
adjusted by the Secretary to the Government Savings’ 
Bank. 

ReGiMENTAL Savines’ Bank. 


1. To afford to the Soldiers of the Army facilities for 
depositing their Savings, there shall be established in every 
Regiment and Depét of Regular European Artillery, Cavalry 
and Infantry, a Regimental Savings’ Bank, for the safe 
custody and increase of such savings, and the following 
Regulations shall be observed and obeyed wherever the Troops 
may be serving. 
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2. Officers Commanding Troops and Companies shall 
receive as Public money, to be applied tothe payment of 
those puble services which it ie their duty to defray, such 
sums as the Soldiers under their command may from time to 
time desire, and be entitled to deposit in the Savings’ Bank 
of the Regiment. 


3. The maximum ofeach Soldier’s deposit shall be 
limited to Rupees 300 in any one year, and to Rupees 3,000 
in the whole. 


4. Therate of interest upon deposits shall be Rupees 
8-12-0 per cent, per annum, but no interest shall be allowed 
upon a less sum than Rupees 2-8-0, ner upon any sums other 
than multiples of Rupees 2-8-0, or which have not remained 
in deposit for at least one month, to be reckoned from the 
last monthly muster day; and interest shall only be allowed 
upon sums withdrawn up to the muster day preceding the 
day the deposit is withdrawn, unless such day shall be the 
muster day. Interest on all sums in deposit shall be added 
to the principal quarterly, and shall thenceforward bear 
interest. 


5. When a Soldier shall be desirous of withdrawing the 
whole or any part of his deposit, he shall give at least seven 
days’ notice to the Captain or Officer Commanding the 
Troep or Company to which he belongs, in order that the 
necessary arrangements may be made for repayment of the 
amount at the next day of monthly muster: but if such 
Captain or Officer Commanding shall be satisfied of the 
urgency of the case, and that the immediate withdrawal of 
the deposit would be for the advantage of the Soldier, he 
may direct payment to be forthwith made. Whenever the 
Officer Commanding the Troop or Company shall have 
grounds for believing thatthe Soldier intends to make an 
improper use of his money, he will be permitted to withhold 
the privilege of withdrawing the deposit until the Com- 
manding Officer of the Regiment shall determine whether it 


—— 
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should then be issued or not, and should the Officer Com- 
manding deem it essential to the discipline of the Regiment 
to withhold from a Soldier the privilege of withdrawing his 
deposits, he shall report specially to the Commander-in-Chief 
and to the Secretary at War, the circumstances under which 
he has felt himself compelled to exercise this power. 


6. All moneys deposited by the Soldier in the Regimen- 
tal Savings’ Bank shall be held strictly in trust for his own 
use and benefit, and shall on no account be transferable to 
any third party, either by endorsement, conveyance, or other- 
wise, and shall not be affected by any debts contracted by 
him, nor be made available for any purpose whatever, except 
under his own order signified to the Officer Commanding his 
Troop or Company ; and such moneys shall, if possible, ke 
paid to the Soldier personally; and in all cases his receipt 
shall be obtained and shall be attached to the Troop or Com- 
pany Savings’ Bank Ledger. 


7. Upon the discharge of a Soldier, his deposits may 
remain at interest in the Regimental Savings’ Bank, fora 
period not exceeding six months, after which time interest 
shall cease; but if required by the Soldier the principal may 
be retained without interest for longer period for security. 


8. At the death of a soldier, interest on his deposits 
shall cease from the muster day next after his death, and the 
amount of his deposits with the interest accumulated thereon, 
shall be added to his other effects, and be reported to the Se- 
cretary at War to be disposed of in the usual manner to the 
legal representative of the deceased, as prescribed in the 
Articles of War. . 


9 A Soldier convicted by a Court Martial of desertion, 
or recorded by a Board of Officers in the usual manner asa 
deserter, shall forfeit to the Public all moneys he may have 
in the Regimental Savings’ Bank; and such forfeiture shall 
only be remitted by the Secretary at War. 
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10. To prevent parties not in Military employ from avail- 
ing themselves of the advantages afforded by these Banks, 
no Soldier is, on any pretence whatever, to deposit in his 
own name the money of another person, whether a Soldier 
or not, and in case any Soldier shall so deposit the money of 
another person, in addition to any punishment which a Court 
Martial may award for the fraud thus committed, all sums 
so deposited shall be forfeited to the Public, and one-half 
of the amount not exceeding Rupees 50, shall be allowed to 


the informer. 


11. In the Orderly Room of every Regiment or Depot 
of Artillery, Cavalry and Infantry, there shall be kept under 
lock and key, under the inspection of the Commanding 
Officer, the Officer Second in Command, and the Adjutant, 
a Regimental Savings’ Bank Ledger, in which shall be en- 
tered the Savings’ Bank account of every Soldier. 


12. The entries shall be made in the Regimental ledger 
by Troops or Companies, so that the amount of each Treop | 
or Company shall be kept separate ; and upon the transfer of 
a Soldier from one Troop or Company to another, a transfer 
of his account shall be made in the Regimental Savings’ 


Bank ledger. 


13. A Non-Commissioned Officer shall be selected by 
the Officer Commanding to act as Clerk to the Regimental 
Savings’ Bank, and such Clerk shall make all the entries in 
the Regimental Savings’ Bank ledger, and shall receive an 
allowance according to the following scale :—

14, Each Captain, or Officer Commanding a Troop or 
Company, shall keep a Savings’ Bank ledger for the accounts 
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of the Non-Commissioned Officers and Men of his Troop or 
Company. 


J5. Deposits of savings (not under Eight Annas) can 
only be made and entered in the Troop or Company ledgers 
and in the Regimental ledger once in each month, viz., on 
the day of monthly settlement, when all sums withdrawn 
will be also entered. The Captain or Officer Commanding 
the Troop or Company will, by his signature in the Troop or 
Company ledger, acknowledge the receipt of all deposits 
made, and the Soldier will, in like manner, acknowledge the 
receipt of all sums withdrawn. 


.16. At the end of every quarter, the Troop or Company

parison has been made must be transmitted to the Secretary to

17. The Regimental Savings’ Bank ledger (certified by — 
the Commanding Officer, Second in Command, and the Ad- 
jutant, to have been compared with the several Troop or 
Company ledgers) and the monthly statements of each Troop 
or Company are to be transmitted te the Secretary to the 
Government Savings’ Bank at the end of each year, so soon

as the Balances of each Depositor shall have been carried 
forward into the Regimental ledger of the succeeding year. 


18. The Secretary to the Government Savings Bank after 
auditing the Savings’ Bank ledger, and satisfying himself 
that the money has been duly brought to account by the 
Paymaster, will furnish the Officer Commanding the Regi- 
ment with a declaration that the account of Regimental Sav- 
ings’ Bank to that date has been audited and found correct. 
The declaration of the Secretary to the Government Savings’ 
Bank, will be preserved in the Orderly Room, and the Com- 
manding Officer will notify to the Officers Commanding 
Troops or Companies that the account of the Regimental 
Savings’ Bank has been audited to that date and admitted to 
be correct. 


19. During active operations in the Field, or whenever 
circumstances may render it impracticable to attend to the 
details of the Savings’ Banks, the General Officer in Com- 


mand may direct the temporary suspension of this Regulation; 


but all sums then actually in deposit under the provision of 
it, shall bear interest in the same manner as if it had not 
been suspended. 


EXPLANATORY Directions (MApDRA8s) REGIMENTAL 
Savines’ Bank. 


1. The Captain of each Troop or Company is responsible 
that the deposits he receives, and the withdrawals he pays, 
are duly entered in each man’s account in the ledger of his 
Troop or Company, and that statements of his receipts and 
payments in the Form No. 2, are sent monthly to the 
Orderly Room ; also that the amount of deposits and with- 
drawals are duly debited against him and credited te him by 
the Paymaster in the Company’s Monthly Abstract of 
Account. 


2. The Officer in Command, the Officer. Second in Com- 
mand, and the Adjutant are responsible for the correctness

of the Regimental Savings’ Bank ledger, which is to be 
prepared in the Orderly Room by the Savings’ Bank Clerk 
under their direction from the Statements No. 2, transmitted 
by the Captains, They are to transmit monthly to the 
Paymaster in the Form No. 3, the account of the deposits 
received and the withdrawals paid by each Captain. 


3. The responsibility of the Paymaster with respect to 
the Savings Bank is limited to the following points :—He is 
to debit and credit the respective Captains with such sums 
as are shown by the accounts (Form No. 3) transmitted to 
him from the Orderly Room, to have been deposited and 
withdrawn ; he is to forward to the Paymaster of the Division 
for countersignature and transmission to the Secretary to 
the Government Savings Bank the Form No. 3, and tosee 
that he is correctly debited and credited with the accounts of 
deposits and withdrawals as shown in Form 3; he is to note 
for special credit the deposits forfeited by Deserters in the 
place provided for this purpose in Form 3; he is to take 
care that the balances of deposits reported to be due to 
deceased men are duly carried to their Non-Effective accounts ; 
he is to annex to the Non-Effective accounts of all Deserters 
and Deceased men the prescribed certificates stating whether 
they had any moneys in the Regimental Savings’ Bank. 


4, Ifa Soldier deposit more than Rupees 300 in any one 
year, interest can only be allowed upon Rupees 300 until 
after the next 30th April, from which date interest may be 
allowed upon any further sum not exceeding Rupees 300 for 
that year. Interest is not allowed upon any deposit for the 
month in which it is made, if it be made after the day of 
monthly settlement. The whole amount to be deposited by 
a Soldier must not exceed Rupees 3,000. 


5. If a Soldier be permanently transferred from one 
Troop or Company to another, or to another Regiment 
serving in Madras, the Captain is not to consider the amount 
of the Soldier’s account as money withdrawn from the Savings’ 
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Bank, but is to transmit the certificate (Form A) to the 
Captain to whom the Soldier is transferred, and will close 
the Account of such Soldier in his own Troop or Company 
ledger in the manner prescribed in Form B. The certificate 
A. will be the authority to the Captain receiving the trans- 
ferred man to open in his own Troop or Company ledger an 
Account (but not as a new deposit in the Savings’. Bank) in 
the manner prescribed in Form C. The certificate A. is to 
be annexed to the Regimental Savings’ Bank Ledger. 


6. The Captain making the transfer, and the Captain 
receiving such transfer, will each bring forward into his 
Annual Abstract the account of the Soldier, as it is shown 
by his own transactions with the man, in the Troop or Com- 
pany ledger of each Captain, in the manner prescribed in the 


Form E. 


7. Regimental Paymasters, on receiving intimation, of 
the intended cmbarkation to England of Invalid or other 
Soldiers, shall, within fifteen days of the Soldiers’ embarka- 
tion, forward to the Secretary to the Government Savings’ 
Bank at the Presidency concerned, a correct Statement of 
their Savings’ Bank balancesin quadruplicate. 


8. The Secretary to the Government Savings’ Bank will 
fill up the Certificate in the Form, and furnish the Bri- 
gade Major with a Copy of the Statements to be forwarded 
to the War Department by the next Mail via Marseilles, and 
two copies will be sent to the Accountant General for trans- 
mission to the Secretary of State for India, through Govern- 
ment. The Secretary to the Government Savings’ Bank will 
also supply the Regimental Paymaster with a copy of his 
Certificate. 


9. This rule is applicable as well to Regiments returning 
Home as to individual Soldiers. 


10. When a Soldier has been eeu of desertion or 
recorded by a Board of Officers as a Deserter, the amount 
of his deposits is to be withdrawn by the Captain from the

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Regimental Savings’ Rank and placed in the hands of the 
Paymaster, to be by him noted for special credit to the pub- 
lic in Form 3. 

1}. Upon the death of a Soldier the Captain is to make 
up his Accounts to the next day of monthly muster, and is 
to withdraw the amount from the Regimental Savings’ Bank, 
and credit itto Non-effective Account of the Soldier with 
his other effects. 


12, The monthly allowance to the Savings’ Bank Clerk 
is to be vouched by a certificate of the number of accounts 
open in the Regimental Savings’ Bank ledger. 


13. When a Regiment is transferred to the Madras Es- 
tablishment, anew Regimental Savings’ Bank ledger must 
be opened, as well as a new ledgers for each Troop or Com- 
pany. 

14. The account of each depositor is to be opened with 
the amount in Indian currency, and a Bill drawn by the 
Officer Commanding on the Paymaster General furnished 
to the Accountant General, Madras, for the aggregate of the 
opening balances which must correspond with the amount 
advised by the War Department as due to the depositors of 
the Regiment. 

15. Deposits made from Pay issued in sterling money 
subsequent to the closing of the Savings’ Bank accounts 
rendered to the War Office, must be credited in the Indian 
currency, the conversion being effected at the rate of 2s, 3d. 
the Rupee, 


16. When a Regiment is removed from the Indian Es- 
tablishment, the Regimental Savings’ Bank ledger must be 
closed to the end of the month in which the Head Quarters 
of the Regiment is to embark, and transmitted to the Secre- 
taty to the Government Savings’ Bank for special audit; the 
Secretary to the Savings’ Bank will furnish the Officer Com- 
manding with a. certificate of the amount due to the deposi- 
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tors of the Regiment. This certificate must accompany the 
Regimental Savings’ Bank ledger, to be furnished to the 
War Office as a Voucher. 


17, All Forms will be supplied, on application to the 
Secreetary to the Government Savings’ Bank, to whom all 
communications on the subject of Regimental Savings’ Bank 
are to be addressed. 


The foregoing Rules are to be considered applicable to 
European Regiments of the Indian Army as far as may be 
practicable, the Divisional Paymaster occupying the position 
of the Regimental Paymaster in Her Majesty’s British 
Regiments. 


The remittance of Savings’ Bank balances of Invalids and 
Time-expired men will continue to be made as at present.

ISSUE OF KIT MONEY TO EUROPEAN SOLDIERS. 


G. O. G. No. 341, 27th July 1860.—1. With reference 
to G. O. G. No. 364, dated 20th September 1859, the 
Honorable the Governor in Council is pleased to publish the 
following decision by the Government of India, on the sub- 
ject of the issue of Kit money to European Soldiers. 


First. That every man, on enlisting or re-enlisting in 
Her Majesty’s Indian Military Forces, is to be provided with 
a free Kit, in addition to the Bounty (Rs. 50) allowed by 
the Regulations. 


Second. That a man who has taken his discharge, whether 
he may become entitled to reckon his previous service, by 
enlisting within the prescribed period of six months, or not, 
is equally entitled to a free Kit, in addition to the regulated 
Bounty (Rs. 5Q) on re-enlisting. 

Third. That, in addition to the English rate of Kit 
money, Rupees Twenty is allowed to each man enlisting or 
re-engaging, to provide the extra articles required in India. 

2, Should a man, on re-engaging, not require a fresh 
Kit, he is to be paid the value thereof in money. 

3. Revised Bills in accordance with the above, should be 
submitted by Officers Commanding Corps and Departments.

When an Officer in charge of cash or stores applies for 
leave on Medical Certificate, he shall be required to furnish 
a Certificate from the Officer taking charge of his duties, 
that as far as can be ascertained, after careful examination, 
nothing irregular nor any known demands against him remain 
unadjusted in his Office. 

Officers applying for leave beyond Sea, on private affairs, 
shall be required, as at present, to furnish No Demand 
Certificates.

RULES FOR THE GUIDANCE OF OFFICERS VISITING THE 

NILGIRIS ON MEDICAL CERTIFICATE &c. 

G. 0. C. C. No. 90, 9th August 1860.—The Commander 
in Chief calls the attention of Officers to the following Rules, 
published for the guidance of Officers visiting the Nilgiris on 
medical certificate &c. 

Ist.—All sick Officers on arrival at Utakamund, Kota- 
gherry, or Coonoor, are to report themselves either personally 
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or in writing to the Medical Officer in whose District they 
are, and if necessary apply for his medical attendance. 


2nd.—So long as Officers are under medical treatment, 
they must obtain the permission of their Medical attendant, 
before changing their Sation or absenting themselves from 
it beyond the day ; but when not under treatment, may 
change their Station as oft as they feel inclined, always re- 
porting themselves to the Medical Officer of their new Station. 


3rd.—Every Officer while under medical treatment, is to 
consider himself in the hands of the Surgeon of the District 
in which he resides, and such District Officer is alone re- 
sponsible for his patient’s treatment. 


4th.—In cases of emergency, Medical Officers, without 
reference to their particular charge, will afford the most 
prompt assistance in the first instance, to all cases in which 
their services are called for, informing the patient, at the same 
time, who his proper medical attendant is. 


5th.—Medical certificates granted by private practitioners 
to Military Officers, cannot under any circumstances be 
recognized, but such Certificates, when countersigned after 
perusal of the case and personal Examination of the patient 
by the Medical Officer of tbe District, are to be submitted 
for the decision of a Board of Medical Officers, convened 
under the orders of the Officer Commanding the Division. 


6th.—Officers are not to quit the Hills for the purpose of 
returning to their duty until such period, short of the expi- 
ration of their leave, as will allow them time, at the pre- 
scribed rate of marching, to join; and then only on being 
reported by the Medical Officer of their District as fit to join. 


7th.—The families of Military Officers, af in Military 
employ, are entitled to gratuitous Medical aid from the 
Surgeon of the District in which they reside. 


8th.—Officers of H. M.’s British and Madras Armies, 
residing onthe Nilgiris, are available, under orders of the 
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Officer Commanding the Southern Division, for employment 
at. Wellington or other Stations on the Hills on Military 
duties, such as Courts-Martial (Superior to Regimental) or 
mixed Committees of Her Majesty’s Service, unless reported 
unfit by their Medical attendant. 


9th.—A monthly Register or Roster will be kept by each 
Medical Officer shewing the Rank and Names of the Officers 
considered eligible for such employment, who will forward 
the Register on the Ist or 2nd of each month to the Deputy 
Assistant Adjutant General of the Division. 


10th.—This arrangement is intended to obviate the neces- 
sity of withdrawing Officers from distant Stations, for the 
performance of duties which can be readily carried on locally 
and it isto be distinctly understood, that such employ will 
confer no claim to extra allowances, or to compensation for 
any other allowances suspended during residence on the Hills; 
nor is an Officer to be detailed for such duty, if it shall 
interfere with the tenor of his medical certificate, by placing 
him on duty of uncertain duration, and thus preventing his 
return to duty within the period originally specified,—unless 
under special sanction, to be previously obtained fram Army 
Head Quarters. 


lith.—Printed Copies of these Rules to be supplied from 
Madras to each Medical Officer for information of Sick 
Officers on arrival on the Hills, which when thoroaghly 
perused will be returned to the Medical Officer signed. 


12th.— Any infringement of these orders, to be imme- 
diately reported to the Officer Commanding the Division, 
through the proper channel, who will, if necessary, forward 
the same to the Adjutant General of the Army for His 
Excellency’s disposal. 

N. B.—Officers on privilege leave on the Nilgiris are to 
report themselves on arrival and departure to the Deputy 
Assistant Adjutant General of the Division, and are available

BATTA TO NATIVE TROOPS PROCEEDING FROM PORT TO 

PORT BY SEA, OR BY BOATS, ON RIVERS &c. 

G. 0 G. No. 377, 21st August 1860.—The Honorable the 
Governor in Council directs that when Native Corps or 
Detachments are moved from Port to Port in India by Sea, 
or when they proceed in course of periodical reliefs by Boats, 
on rivers, Backwaters or canals, the Native Ranks shall be 
considered entitled, without reference to the duration of the 
voyage, to the same amount of Batta as would have been 
payable to them, had the Troops proceeded by land; to be 
calculated according to the time required by the Quarter 
Master General’s route with the usual halts, Certificates of 
which will be furnished by that Officer 


2. If employed from the date of their arrival at the 
NeW station on any fresh duties giving claims to Batta, 
they will be entitled to be paid accordingly. 


3. Itis however to be distinctly understood that this 
grant of Batta is contingent upon the movement of the 
families of the Troops at their own expense. If the families 
are moved at the expense of Government, Batta according 
to distance will not be admissable, it being granted expressly 
for the purpose of assisting the Native Troops in providing 
fur the carriage of their families. 


4. In support of claims to Batta under this order, it will 
be requisite to attach to the abstract containing the charge, 
a Certificate from the Officer Commanding the Regiment or 
Detachment that the families were not conveyed at the pub- 
lic expense—also the prescribed Certificate of distance with 
halts, from the Quarter Master General’s Department.

G. 0. C. C. No, 94, 25th Augyst 1860.--Under instrue- 
tions from Government, the Commander-in-Chief directs it 
to be notified that the Regulation fixing the scale of Rations 
to be supplied to European Troops, having been established 
by the Supreme Government, and declared applicable to the © 
three Presidencies, it is not competent to any inferior Au- 
thority to order any alteration of the scale, except for the 
sick in Hospital, or in cases of grave emergency ; and when 
made, it will be on the responsibility of the Officer ordering 
the change until approved of by Government. 

2, His Excellency also directs it to be intimated, that the 
Supreme Government having declared that it is not desirable _ 
to issue a Salt Ration weekly, no such issue is to be made 
without the sanction of Government previously obtained.

Fort William, 11th September 1860. 


No, 918 of 1860.— His Excellency the Governor General 
in Council has reason to beiieve. that at some Stations there 
prevails amongst the English Soldiers of the Local Army a mis- 
apprehension as to.the bearing which the provisions of a Bill 
lately proposed to Parliament by Her Majesty’s Government 
will have upon the condition of the Non-Commissioned Offi- 
cers and Men of Her Majesty’s Indian Forces. 


The Governor General in Council is able to state for 
general information that no change whateverin the condition 
of the Non-Commiissioned Officers and Men of these Forces 
is provided by the Bill or contempleted -by Her Majesty’s 
Government. 

It is the intention of Her Majesty's Government that the 
right, privileges, and exemptions, of every man now serving 
in Her Majesty’s Indian Forces shall, for the whole time of 
his service, remain precisely what they now are: that no man 
shall be called upon to serve out of India during the term of 
his engagement, but that at the end of that term he: shall 
take his discharge, unless he shall desire to enlist:into Her 
Majesty’s Army for general service, which he will be free to 
do: and that during each man’s term of engagement he. shall 
not be required to serve otherwise than in Her Majesty's 
Indian Forces, and in such Arm of them as he has chosen for 
himself. 

The intention of Her Majesty's Government in introducing 
the Bill-.is to put .a stop te recruiting for Military Service 
exclusively in India. | 


The Governor General in Council desires to save the men 
of Her Majesty's Indian Forces from any mistake on‘a subject 
so nearly affecting their feelings and their interests, and-with 
this view the present General Order is issued. 
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REGULATION LIMITING THE PERLOD OF ABSENCE TO BE 
RECKONED AS PART OF THE FIVE YEARS QUALIFYING 
FOR PROMOTION TO COLONEL. 


Fort William, \8th September 1860. 


No. 940 of 1860.—With reference to Government Gene- 
ral Order No. 1557 of the 15th November 1859*, m which 
it was announced that no deduction was to be made on ac- 
count of leaves of absence taken. during the five years requir- 
ed to qualify a Lieutenant-Colonel for promotion under the 
Royal Warrant of 14th October 1858, His Excellency the 
Governor General in Council is pleased, under instructions 
from the Right Hon’ble the Secretar¥ of State for India, to 
Natify that, in cases of Officersin Command of Regiments 
serving in India, or holding equivalent appointments, who 
may proceed Home on Furlough for periods varying from 
one to three years, it has been determined to place a limit on 
the period of absence to be reckoned as part of the five years 
qualifying for promotion to Colonel, and that fifteen months, 
being one-fourth of the whole period of five years, will be 
the term allowed, exclusive of leave obtained on Medical 
Certificate in consequence of wounds received in action.

1. My attention has been drawn to a practice that appears, 
on several occasions, to have been resorted to, by Officers 
Commanding European Regiments in India, of forwarding 
direct to the Commandant of the Depot at Warley, sums of 
money to provide passages to India, for the wives and fami-. 
lies of Soldiers who have been left behind in this Country, 
in consequence of the husbands having been attested as single 
men on their enlistment. 


2. This mode of procedure is most irregular, as not only 
is the Commandant of the Depot unable to comply with such 
reguests, without authority from the Secretary of State for 
India, but your Government should have an opportunity of 
judging whether the circumstances of the case are such, as 
to render it desirable to depart from the rule binding the 
men to the declarations made by them on their enlistment. 

3. I desire, therefore, that you will give directions that 
_ all cases of this description should be transmitted through 
the regular channel of the local government.

** the intelligence of the death, on the 3Ist ultimo, of Briga- 
“ dier E. Amsinck, Commandant of Artillery.” 


** Brigadier Amsinck joined the Madras Artillery in the 
‘* year 1822; and, with the exception of a short Furlough 
** to Europe he has served continuously with his Regiment 
‘‘ for the long period of thirty eight years.” 


‘¢ He was appointed Brigadier Commandant on the 27th 
* December 1859; and the Commander-in-Chief records 
‘‘ with grateful feelings, his abiding sense of the very able 
** and zealous assistance he received from Brigadier Amsinck 
‘‘ whilst at the head of the Regiment of Artillery, a Com- 
‘* mand which, in its vast importance, is, in His Excellency’s 
‘* estimation, second to none in the Army.”
